HIGH SCHOOLS THEY REPLACED 

• In 2006, the graduation rate of all phasing-out high schools was 38.0%. In 2012, the graduation rate of all new high 
schools was 70.5%, an increase of 0.4 percentage points from 2011 . 

• At the campuses below, the overall graduation rate increased from 37.9% at the large high schools in the building in 
2002 to 67.7% in the new schools in the same building in 2012, which translates to 2,056 more graduates per year.
